“landlady.” Later evidence indicated she was an active Nazi 

The half-brother was believed Alois Hitler, who ran a tavern 
in Berlin before the war, but British military authorities refused to 
confirm the identification, the dispatch said 

The man was arrested in a room in which he had been living 
since Germany's capitulation. He said he had not seen Adolf for 
some time and did not know whether he was dead or alive. He 
claimed to have been estranged from Adolf for some years.

He answered, “The Pope's decis- 
ions were not for me to criticize. 
The Church fought against the at- 
tacks on the faith. The encyclical of 
1937, which we all read from our} 
pulpits, brought us in danger. Even 
the printers were persecuted.” 

“Sometimes,” I answered, “in the 
history of the Church, some cour- 
ageous priest has risen and dared | 
to tell'the truth in spite of all per- 
sonal danger.” 

The Archbishop took this attack

Army Pioneered 
Use of Penicillin 


VANCOUVER, June 26 CP 


Private Don MacRae of Duncan 
B.C., former British Columbia log 
ging camp first aid man, said 
yesterday in nterview following 
his arrival overseas, that he 
helped grow penicillin which saved 
the lives of many Canadian sol 
diers, 

He said the crude penicillin was 
grown on the battlefields of Italy 
months before the wonder drug 
was supplied to field hospitals 


through regular army channels 

Private MacRae revealed that he 
himself helped grow the penicillin 
spores in potato water and corn 
syrup under the guidance of a Bri 
tish pathologist attached to the 
Canadian Army * 

“Certain types of infection were 
cleared up almost overnight and 
wounds that were formerly con- 
sidered hopeless were soon heal- 
ing in miraculous fashion,” Pri- 
vate MacRae continued, 

He said plants were 
shipped over from Cairo, Water in 
which potatoes had been soaked 
overnight found to be the best 
growing agent and a few chemicals
